THfc BOBDKR DISPUTE. 


America mud England Realize Tbat 
j 
Prompt Action is Aecesvarf • 


Washington, March 21.—Thel British 


aonbasasdoir, Sir Julian Pauncefote, con- 
ferred yesterday with Secretary Hay in 
r°fp7»nce, it is understood, to a modus 
Vivendi to be observed along the Alaska 
DoiQci in order to obviate the possibility 
of a clash pending the final determina- 
tion of the border. The need of 
<? has 


been emphasized within the 
i * few 


days by reports of a battle between the 
Canadian and the American prospectors 
OB the Porcupine river. These reports 
have caused considerable unwsiness in 
official circles in London, and efforts have 
been made to learn tbe facts 


There has been no official information, 


however, either here or in London. Just 
such a clash has been expected, and the 
reports have served to direct the atten- 
tion of officials to the need of effecting a 
border arrangement The preliminary 
move in this direction was made as soon 
as the Anglo-American commission) ad- 
journed without settling the border ques- 
tion Sir Julian then suggested that a 
temporary arrangement be made. Tnis 
would maintain the status quo, each side 
making no further advance pending a 
final agreement on the boundary. A 
temporary line probably would be run 
by the two governments. This would not 
affect permanent interests, but would 
serve as a legal barrier between the law- 
less fortune seekers in that locality. The 
plan is favorably received on both sides 
and is likely to be carried into effect, al- 
though no agreement has been entered 
Into thus far. 


Some important statements concern- 


ing the Alaskan boundary line situation 
are given in official correspondence tow 
on file in the state and interior depart- 
ments, which has never before been 
made public. The controversy between 
the miners on either side of the line has 
within the past week led up to a number 
of casualties. 


Governor Brady of Alaska, as long ago 


as the latter part of February called at- 
tention to the threatening condition of 
affairs. 
On Feb. 21 Governor Brady, 


who was here, had a conference with 
both Secretary Bliss, who was then Just 
leaving the cabinet, and Secretary Hay, 
in which he urged that the aggressive 
acts of the Canadians be promptly met 
He submitted a formal note of warning 
of the impending trouble, and the pos- 
sibility of bloodshed. The note was con- 
sidered at the next cabinet meeting. 
On Feb 23, the archives show, tbe gov- 
ernor submitted a formal communica- 
tion to the secretary of the Interior, In 
which he speaks of the bitter feeling 
along the line that makes the presence of 
troops. In big opinion, imperative, and 
among other things says: 


"The Canadians, from our way of 


looking at matters, have constantly 
shown a spirit of aggression so far aa 
the boundary line is concerned. This is 
shown in three instances. 
There is a 


point upon the Stickine river which for 
years has been regarded aa upon the 
boundary line. 
Thousands of miners 


have passed up and down the river, mer- 
chants have done an immense business 
and this was always recognized as the 
boundary line. 
An American citizen is 


operating a quartz ledge six miles below 
the recognized boundary" The Canadian 
officials have gone down six miles below 
him, 
thus making a gap of 12 miles. 


They compel him to pay duties upon his 
supplies w hich he carries In to operate 
this ledge. 


"Last year, in February, an order went 


out to the customs officials of the mount- 
ed police to move from the recognized 
•tatlons on the boundary lines to the 
summit of the passes. Our people had 
no notification of such intention, but 
they made the move, and some of our 
citizens were at that time in favor of 
going up and compelling them to move 
back by force, but when I was sounded 
upon it, of course I premptorily forbade 
any such act 
I took the trip to the 


summit of Chilcoot pass, and found the 
British flag flying there, anJ the customs 
officials collecting duties from all who 
had their goods piled up there upon-the 
snow. 
I asked the officer in charge by 


what authority he had moved from the 
lake to the summit, and he replied by 
the command of his superior officer. 
Now our costoms officials at Skaguay 
have not recognized these lines, so far 
as sending convoys over with British 
goods. 
The convoys get compensation 


from the persons they convoy so far a* 
Log Cabin, the point from which the 
British moved to the summit of the 
White pass. 


"Recently the news has reached us 


here that two convoys were imprisoned 
for undertaking to continue to convoy 
as far as Log Cabin for two days. Late 
last autumn, the gold diggings were dls* 
covered oa a creek called Porcupine 
creek, which is a tributary to the Chll- 
cat river, which i« upon the third trail, 
vis: the Dalton or Chllcat trail. Th«e 
discoveries are proving to be very rich, 
and they are very close to the W*mlle 
limit, where, also, we have regarded 
the boundary line. 
The claims have 


been worked during the winter, and the 
people are satisfied of their richness, and 
many m«n havs cone in with stocks of 
••eds, and propose te start in bu*tnee*

This immigration has been 


extensive, from the fact that a few 
weeks ago the parliament of British Co- 
lumbia passed an alien act, which would 
throw part of the intended immigration 
into the Atlin country into the Porcupine 
district instead. 
The same aggressive- 


ness which has been shown upon the 
Stickine and the passes would impel the 
Canadians to move down and claim this 
country aa belonging to them. 


"I think I know the temper of our 


people, and feel sure in saying that if 
such a step Is attempted on the part of 
the Canadians conflict will ensue. This 
danger is so imminent that I deem it 
wise that our tioopa ic'Aiasi^a be ordered 
to take possession on these lines, and 
maintain our sovereignty over the soil 
which we* claim. I see no other step for 
us to take if w« want to avoid a con- 
flict with Great Britain. 
I regard the 


Porcupine district especially as the point 
of darger." 


Secretary Hay on Feb. 23 wrote to the 


interior department in which he adverts 
to the boundary negotiations. 
Among ' 


•ther things he says: 


"In the whole district of the coast 


boundary line between Prince of Wales 
island and Mount St. Ellas there are 
but two localities In which a boundary 
has been provisionally established, pend- 
ing the eventual determination of the 
entire question of that frontier, namely, 
on the Stickine river and at the passes 
north of Dyea and Skaguay." 


Naval MoTementt. 


Washington, March 21.—The flagship 


New York and the Indiana, Texas, 
Marblehead and Lebanon of the North 
^Atlantic squadron, have arrived at 
Caimanera, the rendezvous for the as- 
sembling of the squadron preparatory to 
its cruise in the Carrlbbean sea. The 
Wilmington sailed yesterday from Para 
for the upper Amazon. The Machias 
sailed from Cienfuegos for Guantanamo. 


Trnxt Looking Up Mills. 


Lowell, Mass., March 21.—The new

company, from which he has resigned

The matter stands as it did yester-

The lesignation win be acted 


upon by the company at Its meeting 
already announced for Friday night, 
at which time it is expected that P N. 
Poor of Boston, father-in-law o* Mr. 
Hodge, will be elected president of the 
company 
The latter owns consider- 


able stock. Mr Arnold is also still one 
of the stock-holders, his stock never 
having been transferred at the time 
he left the city, although It was then 
expected that the stock 
would be 


taken by Mr. Hodge. 


JUMPED THROUGIUiAR WINDOW, 


Sheriff Frink ard Officer Bowes Have 


Exciting Time with Crazy Man. 


Sheriff Prink and Off cer Bowes, who 


took -a. crazy man by the name of P 
H Smith, a stranger here, to the 
Northampton asylum yesterday after- 
noon, had an exciting experience with 
him while on the tram. Just as the 
train was crossing the Deerfield river 
bridge, on the Boston and Maine road 
a little south of Greenfield, the officers 
heard a crash, and turning to Smith, 
saw that he had made a desperate at- 
tempt to end his life 
by jumping

the attempt, and after that he caused 
no tiouble whatevet. He succeeded in 
getting his body half way out of the 
car, however, and it was a narrow 
escape that he was not thrown into the 
river far below.

THE BLACK SNAKE.

There ha* been mncn discussion among 


naturalists and in sportsmen'G journals 
regarding the ability of the thick snake, 
cur ouo constrictor, to travel swifily 
amid the branches. Ten thousand men 
have seen *be slet k blark streu«. of rope 
accomplish the feat easily. Here is but 
one incident;: 


The blnct snake's habitat includes Illi- 


nois. Lasalle uounty ia not far north 
rf the center of the state, and perhaps a 
little weat of the center line drawn 
north and south. There are some very 
good woods in Lasalle county, because 
through that county ran two of the 
Mississippi's tributaries —the Illinois 
and one of its branches, the Vermilion. 
Bailey's creek is one of the little farm 
land tributaries of the Vermilion river. 
Along the creek are reaches of woodland, 
or at least there were.awhile ago. In 
those bite o* woods—bits as compared 
with Michigan forests—there are and 
nave been black snakes, great fellows, 
worthy of their reputation farther east 
This ia what happened one day when a 
young fellow went hunting. It is worth 
the telling, because it illustrates the 
black snake's nimbleneaa among the tree 
tops: 


Wandering along cautiously and qui- 


etly, looking for a shot on either side, 
the young man heard suddenly an un- 
common rustling among the leaves 
above him. fie looked up and sav some- 
thing that astonished him. A fox squir- 
rel—and a fox squirrel is the biggest of 
tbe squirrel kind—wai leaping from 
limb to limb, from tree to tree, in mortal 
affright, 'evidently fleeing from some 
deadly enemy. Close behind him, carv- 
ing, twining and twisting, but with all 
details of its locomotion invisible from 
below, so swift its progress and so easy 
ita passing from limb to limb and tree 
to tree, came three to five feet of black- 
ness. It was a black snake pursuing the 
fox squirrel. Its chase w?s hopeless, but 
the ability and the hungry earnestness 
of this one constrictor of our northern 
woods were demonstrated remarkably. 
As for tbe man underneath—well, be 
was a young fellow with a shotgun. 
Tbe young fellow with a shotgun ia a 
reasonably good shot in tbe country, 
and he kills snakes. He poured a load 
of shot into that black streak among 
the brancbea, and it dropped to tbe 
ground, merely afoul, dead, moderately 
sized specimen of Boscanion constrictor, 
—Becreation.

from tbe virulence of tbe venom. Yon 
may take tbe fearful agenfc, bake it be- 
tween bricks, freeze it between blocks 
of ice, and it will still retain its terrible 
power. You may inoculate a rat with 
tbe venom, and he will die in a few 
moments, a dog in five and a man in 
from ten minutes to an bonr, according 
to tbe amount received and the condi- 
tion of bis system at tbe time. The blood 
of the first rat can be inoonlateclnnto a 
second, and tbe blood of tbe second into 
a third, an- so on down through 100— 
yes, 200 snl jects—without recourse to 
the original venom, and the last subject 
will die as quickly and convulsively as 
tbe first, for its virulence is absolutely 
fatal 


"rou can readily see what a terrible 


weapon it would be in the hands of an 
unscrupulous villain. A scratch or two, 
aud tbe deed would be done, while the 
victim would simply imagine that he 
had been scraped by a pin. STet in a 
close fight v ith some of tbe despicable 
footpads and murderous thugs who are 
infesting year fair city I do not think I 
would have any scruples about using it 
on one of them myself. 


"It would be difficult even for a first 


class physician to discover at tbe first 
sight just bow tbe man met bis death. 


"Ita companion piece, of devilish 'in- 


genuity, is a needle gun. Peculiar look- 
ing thing, is it not?" asked Mr. Atkin- 
son as be passed a rirbly engraved and 
silver mounted object tbat looked lika 
a cross between a miniature double bar- 
reled shotgun and a revolver to bis 
friend, who bandied It with extreme 
caution.

ENGLISH STUFFINGS. 


A DUEt IN THE SNOW. 


Reolpet Which the Sender Sayf Are Ex- 


cellent and Not Found In Books. 


Here is a recipe for turkey and chick- 


en stuffing which tbe sender says is very 
different in its results from those given 
iu the cookbooks: 


Grumble or grate the inside of a stale 


loaf or more of baker's bread, either a 
round loaf or milk bread. Add pepper 
and salt, the grated rind of a lemon and 
to a loaf half tbe juice; to 9 loaves, all 
of it; a little grated nutmeg, a handful 
each of finely cut parsley leaves and fine 
white celery leaves, thyme, sweet mar- 
joram and summer savory, using tho 
leaves in preference to tbe ground, and 
twice the quantity of thyme as of tbe 
marjoram or savory.-"1 Mix all together, 
dry and fill the crops, petting all the 
remainder into the bodies of the fowl. 
As tbe filling is being done add small 
pieces of good butter, which, together 
with the proper basting, will give the 
dressing sufficient moisture. 


This dressing is also excellent for 


roast leg of pork when you do not want 
to simulate duck or goose with it. 


"The recipe for tbe good old English 


stuffing for ducks or geese," the sender 
adds, "I never see in onr cookbooks and 
do not find it used upon my neighbors' 
tables. People spoil these birds with 
soft bread and mass." 


This is tbe old recipe for stuffing for 


geese, ducks or a leg of pork: 


Take equal parts of parboiled potatoes 


cut into inch square cubes and oniona 
cut up. Strain dry, add pepper and salt 
and sage leaves crushed up. Prepare 
enough of the mixture to fill the 'pork 
or birds with it and to lay some of it 
under them in the roasting pan. Keep 
this extra filling under the birds. Dish 
it separately and serve it at the table 
with the rest.—New York Son.

Why should he not have his little joke? 
When it was Jules firame's turn to 
have a ticket pinned to his back, his 
friend D. D. had written in large letters 
beneath the number, "I am Jules 
Brame. " One can easily imagine what 
was the result.

An Able and Versatile Statesman Who 


Never Attained High Office. 


Though Burke never attained high 


office bis abilities wero so versatile as to 
qualify him tor any post which a cabi- 
net minister could fill. His practical 
wisdom was as conspicuous as bis power 
of generalization. No one bad a clearer 
comprehension or a firmer grasp of great 
principles of universal application; at 
the same time his policy in every de- 
partment of English politics rested on 
a wide and solid basis of information 
and experience. He was steeped in the 
history of the past, yet penetrated 
through and through with the reality of 
the present and over and always mind- 
ful of that future in which the specula- 
tions and measures of the day -were to 
be tested and finally approved or con- 
demned. His prodigious activity in pub- 
lic affairs sprang not from an intellec- 
tual source alone, nor from his imp'-Ti*! 
patriotism. It was constantly fed from 
au inexhaustible store of moral energy. 
He was animated by a detestation of all 
forms of oppression, whether by kings 
or governors, parliaments or peoples, 
which was iu him a consuming passion, 
from which his noble nature could only 
obtain relief by denunciation of the op- 
pressor and the destruction of his power. 


I cannot help thinking that Burke 


must have been stimulated, too, and 
sustained by delight in his studies and 
his work. It is impossible, without 
counting this as an additional incentive, 
to understand the amazing industry 
which he devoted to the elucidation of 
all the great questions dealt with in bia 
speeches and writings. How his method 
reproves the habit, too common in onr 
day, as in other days, of debating sub- 
jects affecting the fate of millions of onr 
fellow creatures as if they could be dis- 
posed of by echoing the chatter of igno- 
rance, or prejudice, or vanity, or self in- 
terest! When we read Burke's speech on 
Fox's last India bill, we say, "What a 
great proconsul he would have made!" 
When we read his speech on concilia- 
tion with America, we feel that the 
greatest of colonial ministers was lost 
iu him, and when we read his speech on 
economical reform we exclaim, "Here is 
an ideal chancellor of the exchequer 1"—

CHPOBTANT SHOE TBADE MOVE- 


lOBNTi 


Leading New England shoe manu- 


facturers have taken first steps to 
bring about an agreement between all 
eastern shoe makers by which they will 
be better able to stand up against the 
leather trusts and jobbers. Already a 
number of the foremost manufactur- 
ers of this state have signed the agree- 
ment and at a meeting to be- held to- 
morrow at the shoe and leather ex- 
change* in Boston it is expected that 
the agreement will be quite generally 
signed. 
The manufacturers 
have 


agreed to cut discounts to the trade as 
one of the best means to get the shoe 
making industry on a paying basis. 
They are forced to do this, it Is 
claimed, because of the rise in price of 
materials that enter into the shoe and 
because they are facing the formation of 
an upper-leather trust in addition to 
the sole leather trust. Western shoe 
manufacturers have made this reduc- 
tion in discount and the eastern men 
claim they must follow to be able to 
compete. The part of the agreement 
which covers the new plan of selling 
shoes is as follows: 


"On all goods ordered for delivery 


after June 1, 1899, terms will be as 
follows: One per cent, discount for 
cash, 30 days: net, 60 days, without 
dating of further discount All prices 
subject to advance without further 
notice. Conditions have arisen, over 
which we have no control, which have 
corr.pelled us to act in this manner. It 
is either a question of advancing 
prices on our shoes or reducing dis- 
counts. There is scarcely any kind of 
merchandise entering into the manu- 
facture of shoes that has not advanced 
in price from 10 to 25 per cent With 
the prospect, too, of a trust controlling 
the output of upper leather of all 
kinds, the shoe manufacturer is left 
in such a position that it ts almost im- 
possible to determine what the fu- 
ture pricey will be on materials enter- 
ing into the manufacture of shoes."

The supreme court of appeals in 


| Virginia the other day rendered a 


I decision which may be of interest in 
i this state because of recent punish- 
ments Imposed for contempt of court, 
particularly upon newspaper publish- 
ers.

for Jury trials of contempt cases. That 
was what was done in Virginia as an 
outcome of the famous Dobs case. A 
test case has come up. One Carter was 
fined by the circuit court for contempt 


{ because he attempted to secure the 


continuance by false telegrams a case j 
in which he was defendant. He asked 


j to be tried by Jury under the new law 


j and such trial was refused him. The 


case was carried to the supreme court 
of appeals and the refusal of Jury 
trial was susta'ncd by the high court. 
The act of the legislature was de- 
clared unconstitutional. The unanim- 


! ous opinion handed down by the cmirt 
concludes: "That in the courts created 
by the constitution there is an inherent 
power of self-defence ?"d self-preser- 
vation; that tbis power may be regu- 
lated, but cannot be destroyed or so 
far diminished as to be rendered in- 
effectual by legislative enactment: that 
it is a power necessarily resident in 


i and to be exercised by the court itself, 
| and that the vice of an act which 


seeks to deprive the court of this in- 
herent power is not cured by providing 
for Its exercise by a Jury: that while 
the legislature has we power to regu- 
fate the Jurisdiction of circuit, county 
and corporation courts, it cannot des-

confine within

Editor of the Transcript: 


The Medical Record in a recent edi- 


torial made the following remarks con- 
cerning hysterical reformers: "It mat- 
ters not what the subject of the re- 
form may be, provided the reformers 
are sufficiently Ignorant of the sins 
they 
would 
cope 
with, 
and 
are 


posessed with that inward fervor which 
arises superior to facts and takes no 
heed of natural laws. The fascination 
of being a power for good, and of 
wearing a badge and paying a small 
annual due, is characteristic of the 
present stage of this hysterical craving 
for reform, whether it be-a tea-meet- 
ing of New England spinsters to dis- 
cuss the suppression of suttee in India, 
or a congress of temperance ladies to 
abolish the saloon; the enthusiasm is 
in direct proportion to the lack of 
knowledge of existing conditions." 


These words so exactly express the 


conditions existing in connection with 
the present attempt in this state to 
legislate Into the public schools certain 
books on physiology for the purpose of 
teaching not scientific physiology, but 
exaggerated ideas of the effects of al- 
cohol on the human system, that I 
cannot refrain from quoting them in 
making, as I wish to do, a protest 
against such legislation. 


The "reformers" having failed to 


sufficiently Impress their peculiar ideas 
on the adult community, must try their 
hand on the school children and by 
means of splotches or red and yellow 
paint in a wonder book, teach boys and 
girls who have no taste whatever for 
alcohol and have no need for reforma- 
tion from drunkenness the appearance 
of the stomach of a drunkard. "But it 
will show them the terrible effects of 
alcohol and keep them from using it 
later." Bosh! It would be just as sen- 
sible to expect the picture in a book of 
the stomach of a drowned man to keep 
a boy from drinking water. What is the 
result of an attempt to teach such 
stun*? The teacher as a rule knows it 
is nonsense and gives a wide berth to 
the alcoholic department of physiology, 
the pupil soon learns that it is non- 
sense, and the result is that the entire 
study falls into disrepute. Children are 
naturally truth seekers, and teachers, 
who are their guides in the search for 
truth, can never be legislated into wit- 
tingly leading them astray. 


So far as the state is concerned, if 


it is its province to educate children, it 
is its obvious duty to educate them _on 
established scientific lines and not'to 
Instruct them in any. "ism" no matter 
bow much value may be placed oo It 
by its adherents. 


As to the text bnoks themselves, no 


reputable physiologist will lend him- 
self to the dissemination of such gross 
exaggerations* of the effects of alcohol 
as are found in the books demanded by' 
these hysterical reformers, consequent- 
ly they are for the most part worthless 
compilations put together for a spec- 
ific purpose and are not "text books" 
at all. That the liquor problem is a 
great one and worthy of the thoughtful 
consideration of every good citizen no 
one can deny; but neither temperance 
reform nor any other reform will ever 
be consummated through the teaching 
of falsehoods in our public schools. 


As to the reformer, it might ws:j 


have been written of him: ' i hough 
thou shouldst bray a reformer in a 
mortar among wheat with a pestle, yet 
will not his desire to reform depart 
from him."

General Wheeler points out that Shaf-

quotes Shatter's testimony before the 
commission, to the effect that the fight 
had •good results; that it taught the 
Spaniards that they had difterenit men 
from the Cubans to fight.

added to and emphasized the imperative 
necessity of prompt action upon my part. 


"The victory was due entirely to the 


ehlvalric courage of the 984 brave Ameri- 
can soldiers who fought the battle. The 
vtatemenit that 'they were ambushed' 
was absolutely untrue. The statement 
that they were aided in any way, abap* 
or form by any other troops is also un- 
true, 
t 


"The nearest America.!! troop* were 


about four miles off when the fight com- 
menced and the victory had been won 
and the enemy nad been in prj- ipltate 
retreat fully two hours before they 
reached the 
field." 
I 


General Wheeler point* out the diffi- 


cult position of th« trooDs s.t the end of 
the battle, drenefied wiith rain, hungry 
and tired. He claims the victory was 
due to the cavajrg division entirely and 
quotes the Spanish reports to show that 
the Spaniards believed the American 
force which whipped them and drove 
them from the field was 10 times as lat ge 
ps it actually was. He refers to aiptate- 
rnent toy Bonsai that Lawton had de- 
clared that every man who had fallen 
in the Guasimae tight had been needless- 
ly sacrificed, and he says: 


"It i« my duty to. say that this state* 


ment is absolutely untrue." 


He tells how General Lawton, after the 


fight, congratulated him- He says the 
statement that the Guasimae fight had 
the effect of drawing the troops five or 
fiix miles into the interior was,also a 
mistake. The advance was only three 
rrdi.es and would have been necessary in 
any case to find proper camping ground. 


Taking up the charge* that Wheeler 


had been relieved of command on the 
night of the 30th, and bad no command 
during the battle on the following day, 
General Wheeler says that all of these 
statements are positively false. 


He says that on the 28th, 29th and 30th 


he suffered from fever resulting from 
exposure, but nevertheless continued his 
duties, and was not put upon the sick 
report 


He admits that he was ignorant of the 


conference held by Shafter and his gen- 
erals on the 30th, but Shafter explained 
this by saying that he understood that 
Wheeler was sick, and his physician 
bad advised against letting him know 
of the p.oposed battle the next day. 
Notwithstanding this, Wheeler says that 
he learned that active prepaiations were 
being made for operations, and at day- 
light the next day he rode to the front 
and exercised command. He tells of the 
weakness of the line at San Juan, and 
says that many officers insisted that the 
ridge could not .be held, and he learned 
that the same statement had been made 
to Shafter. 
Says Wheeler: 


"I did evf rythlng in my power to dis- 


courage this feeling." 


General Wheeler says of the state- 


ment that he had told General Kent of 
his desire to retreat was absolutely un- 
true, adding: 
"I was emphatic and 


positive and earnest against retreating 
from the time we took San Juan hill 
until July "16th, when Santiago sur- 
rendered " 


He attaches General Kent's denial og 


this same statement along with consid- 
erable other evidence of the 
same 


character. He says that the publicity 
of the errors which he wishes to correct 
has brought to him many offers from 
army officers familiar with the facts to 
write to him on the subject of refutation 
and he adds, In the shape of an appen- 
dix to his own report, a number of 
letters from such officers. 
He quotes 


General Lawton in a letter to him&elf 
as pronouncing his (Wheeler's) history 
of the campaign "a very Just and ac- 
curate description of what occurred."

"For my own part," mid tbe doctor, 


with a shrug. "I would prefer not to be 
gbor at all, whether in the heart, head, 
luugs, hver or brain, and yet I have 
taken note of many cases recently in 
wbicb persons have sustained gunshot 
wounds of supposedly fatal character 
who are still alive and going about their 
business." 


Tue .doctor and his companion were 


passing a down town museum when tho 
conversation took this turn. Among 
the freaks pictured and caricatured in 
front of the building was a man with a 
ragged bullet wound torn through his 
heart—which organ was vividly exposed 
in the flaring daub—while the angel of 
death was hovering over him, ready to 
snatch him away at auy moment. 


"Then," said the doctor's friend, "a 


shot or a stab in the heart is not neces- 
sarily fatal, as it is understood by mod- 
era surgery?" 


"^ot at all," returned the doctor. 


"But, of course, we are not speaking of 
wounds as big and terrible as the ouo 
in that museum picture. That is appar- 
ently even worse than the thrust ro- 
ceivod by Mercutio—looks about as deep 
as a well and as wide as a church door. 
No man who has been, wounded like 
that ever survives more than a minute. 


"That man in the museum is alleged 


to be Charlea B. Nelson, who was mys- 
teriously shot one evening while in the 
company of Mrs. Edith Marguerite Sta- 
ples in Washington park. The shooting 
occurred on a night five mouths ago, 
and the man with an ounce of lead in 
his heart is still alive. 
Whether he 


sleeps well aud has a good appetite I 
am unable to say. He was formerly a 
cyclist of some note. Nelson's breast 
was subjected to the X rays, and, ac- 
cording to sciographs which were made 
at the time, the bullet lodged in the 
septum of the heart—the fourfold par 
titinn of muscular fiber that divides the 
interior of that organ into right and left 
auricles and ventricles. There it has 
continued to throb up and down about- 
100,000 times a day ever since that mys- 
terious shooting, and at every pulsation 
refuting tbe old theory of medical sci- 
ence tbat the touch of hostile metal to 
man's heart brings death. 


"The most skillful and daring sur- 


geon on earth, if he were asked to re- 
move the bullet from Nelson's heart, 
would shake his head in. the negative. 
So this man must carry his leaden han- 
dicap as long as life shall last. Seems 
strange, doesn't it? 


"And yet, notwithstanding what I 


have said, we have surgeons nowadays 
who do undertake and carry to a suc- 
cessful conclusion operations on tbe 
heart. This is done by opening the peri- 
cardium, for example, in cases of drop- 
sy of the heart, and drawing off the 
fluid by aspiration. A man may have 
his heart punctured with tho point of a 
knife or a needle aud still recover from 
the injury. It used to be held that 
wounds of this character were invaria- 
bly fatal. But a wound of the heart is 
not necessarily fatal, as is shown in tbe 
case where a needle was removed by 
Callender from tbe substance of that 
organ. Cases of like nature have been 
reported by Drs. Hahn, .AgiieV, Stelss- 
ner and others. More tbau 50 cases 
where rupture of the heart walls did 
not result in immediate death are re- 
ported by Dr. D. J. Hamilton, a well 
known Scotch surgeon and pathologist. 


"The case of Poole, a prizefighter, 


was one of the most remarkable. Poole 
was shot in tbe heart while engaged in 
an encounter with a man named Baker, 
in New Jersey, in 1855. To all outward 
appearance he recovered rapidly and in 
four days felt so well that he expressed 
a wish to finish the interrupted contest. 
Twelve days later, however, he sudden- 
ly dropped to tbe ground. Within five 
minutes he was dead. 


"More remarkable still, perhaps, are 


the numerous injuries to the brain and 
spinal cord, which on first view would 
be pronounced fatal and yet from which 
the wounded persons recover. At Val- 
paraiso^ lud., a man named Herbert J. 
Fish while m a fit of temporary insan- 
ity put a .88 caliber bullet through his 


1 brain, and at last accounts he was still 
alive and apparently getting well. The 
bullet, by all accounts, passed through 
the right aud left anterior hemispheres 
of the brain, lodging finally in the pos- 
terior bone wall of tho left eye socket. 
In its course the ball destroyed a large 
amount of brain matter. At the same 
time it cat tbe optic nerves of both eyes, 
destroying the sight. In some way tbe 
sense of smell, too, was destroyed. 
j 


"Mauy Cbicagoans will remember a 


tragedy at the Bnggs House in tbis%ity 
several years ago, in which a man who 
was shot in tho brain got well. J. S. 
McDonnell, a well known veterinary 
surgeon, and his wife were boarders at 
tbe hotel. It was in August, 1S37. Ones, 
day there was a great uproar and excite- 
ment over a shooting affray in the apart- 
ments of tbe McDonnells. In the quar- 
rel McDonnell was shot by his wife, tho 
bullet entering the side of his head in | 
tbe parietal bone above tbo ear aud pen-,' 
etratmg tbe brain. Within the next 48 
hours tbe ball was removed by Dr. Lis- 
ten H. Montgomery, aud the wounded 
man got well 
The wife at the same 


time shot herself in the head, but her i 
injuries were not serious. Old time doc- 
tors used to pronounce wounds like tbat 
of McDonnell's fatal in every instance 
and made very little effort to save tbe 
patient. Brain injuries are most serious 
and most often prove fatal when'they 
occur near tbo base of the brain.—Chi- 
cago Tribune.

New discoveries about the Bible are 


being made almost daily. The religious 
world ia startled every now and tueu 
Ly the announcement that some old 
manuscript has been fonud or someday 
tablet corroborating Biblical history has 
been deciphered. The last few years 
have been especially notable for remark- 
able finds, not the least of which has 
beeu A single leaf of papyrus bearing a 
few sayings of Jesus—logia, as they 
have been called. 
These discoveries 


arouse a questioning frame of mind. 
We ails, bow did ve get the Bible, 
whence did it come, what was the 
method of its transmission to 
us? 


Learned volumes have been written, but 
only scholars read them. One of the 
latest of these is by Dr. William A. 
Coppinger, but it is so expensive a vol- 
ume—only 150 copies have been printed 
for sale—that few can read it, even if 
they would. The much talked of poly- 
chrome Bible, edited by leading Biblical 
scholars of the world, is au answer to 
this demand. Still, the question, how 
did the Bible come down to us? ought 
to be answered briefly, BO that the mass- 
es of the people can read and under- 
stand. It is irreverent to the Bible and 
the inspired men who gave us this 
world classic—the classic—dealing with 
the eternal theme of the relation be- 
tween man and God to think of it as a 
ready made volume, dropped down from 
heaven bound and gilt edged. 


The Bible was born in the little land 


of Canaan as the weary caravan, led by 
Abraham from Ur of the Ghaldees, 
pitched its tents and the patriarch wrote 
down the promises of the Eternal on 
tbo palm leaves which he found at hand. 
This was more than 4,000 years ago, 
and that writing was in use BO early is 
proved by inscriptions found on Egyp- 
tian steles or Assyrian tablets 
from 


6,000 to 8,000 years old. 


The records kept by Abraham and 


his immediate descendants undoubtedly 
formed the basis of the book of Genesis 
and the earlier chapters of Exodus, to 
be later utilized by the band of Moses 
and his successors. With the advent of 
this great legislator of the Hebrews the 
nation was formed, with his legislation 
as its heart and center. It is probable 
that Moses wrote his portion of the Bi- 
ble upon the linen used for such pur- 
poses in Egypt, for many large pieces 
of this linen covered with hieroglyphic 
writing have come down to us wrapped 
around mummies. The inscriptions are 
still legible. The Pentateuch was the 
nucleus of our Bible, the only Bible 
known to the Hebrews for many gener- 
ations. It was written in the ancient 
Ibri character, closely lesembling the 
Phoenician, as proved by the Siloam in- 
scription discovered near Jerusalem'and 
some ancient coins whicL jsve been 
found. Leaders like Joshua, Gideon and 
Samuel were needed in the promised 
land. Singers and prophets, too, arose, 
and the scribes of the leaders recorded 
what was done. The poets wrote down 
their best songs. The prophets' words 
were treasured np by their disciples and 
followers. The official records were kept 
in the national archives, and the songs 
of the poets and the speeches of the 
prophets were passed from hand to 
baud. When the kingdom was divided, 
records were certainly kept both in the 
southern kingdom of Jndab and the 
northern kingdom of Israel. But much 
of the earlier literature was forgotten 
in the catastrophe of the destruction of 
the kingdoms of Israel and Judah, and 
the exiles refused to sing the songs of 
Zion as they "sat by the waters of Ba- 
bel and wept." When at last the term 
of exile was over ana! some .of the more 
devoted Jews returned to rebuild the 
walls and temple of Jerusalem, the law 
bad to be brought back to them. 


Ezra V. as the man for this work, and 


be and his coadjutors, the elders, col- 
lected the scattered records of earlier 
days au 1 made the first canon of the 
Pentateuch. They wrote it in a new 
script—Kethav Ashuris, the Assyrian 
or square character brought back from 
Babylon with them — and read aud 
taught it to the people. By this time 
sonw of the speeches delivered by the 
prophets of tbo exile, the second Isaiah ] 
and his disciples, had-become so dear to 
the hearts of the people that they were j 
esteemed as classics. Some bad preserv- , 
ed the addresses of the earlier prophets, ; 
and gradually a second set of accepted I 
writings was added to the law. The ' 
older songs, too, were found again, an.4 J 
new singers were inspired for the serv- 
ice of the new temple, and the book of 
Psalms became its by ran book. 


The proverbs of the nation were col- 


lected by various hands. Other books 
were found or written as late as the sec- 
ond century before the Christian ere. 
The book of Daniel, for instance, was 
composed to inspire a people, fainting 
under Syrian oppression, for the Macca- 
beau revolution. And all this later lit- 
erature was struggling for acceptance 
into the Bible until the canon of the 
Old Testament as we now have it was 
established in the first century of our 
era by the rabbinical school of Palestine. 
As the nation Israel sunk under the 
waves of Roman conquest the Jewish 
spirit held the Old Testament aloft as 
its gift to the world.—Clifton Hardy 
Levy in Review of Reviews.

The wearing of a veil is one of the 


menaces to beauty of which I should like 
to say something. 
. Veils are very largely responsible for 
black heads and perhaps partially for 
the poor complexions of the present 
generation of -women. 


When I was a girl, we never thought 


of wearing veils unless the weather was 
bitterly cold. Then it was one of barege, 
which would really keep out the wind. 
The bits of gauze sprinkled with dots 
of black now worn for that purpose are 
not any protection against the cold and 
do a great deal of harm to the skin and 
to the eyes. They are not only worn by 
adults, but by little girls of 14 and 15. 


This fine lace mask—for it is nothing 


more or less—Is often meant to hide the 
imperfections of the complexion, which 
the veil itself has done much to foster. 


The circulation of the blood is greatly 


hindered by the veil, and without a 
good circulation no woman may hope to 
be a picture- of wholesome loveliness. 
The blood vessels carry to the different 
parts of the facial tissue not only the 
nutritious ingredients needed to build <t 
up. but they also carry away the waste. 
Some of this waste matter is exuded 
through the pores of the skin, and the 


harmful veil, if you can afford it, is of 
real white lace, because it can be frer 
quently washed. It should be so loose 
that the air can circulate frequently un- 
der it. 


Colored veils should be renewed often. 


Mrs. Langtry, who is most dainty about 
her belongings, never wears a veil more 
than twice. Veils should never be worn 
for the sole reason that they do not 
show the dirt. They should be aired 
when taken off and never worn in the 
house. 


My advice to all women who want 


good complexions is to shun veils alto- 
gether.

for another. Delicate faced women with 
peaked chins should avoid broad effects 
above their brows.

THE ETIQUETTE 


OP REFUSALS. 


It is a noticeable fact that refusals* 


to invitations bear a large proportion to 
acceptances as a general rule. The en- 
gagements of everyday life account in 
a measure for this, but there are other 
causes equally potent that influence de- 
cisions now and again. Even the most 
popular entertainers have to submit to 
.the disappointmorit that refusals entail 
and anticipate the same in a given' 
number of invitations issued, pifferent 
functions are differently responded to. 
Some require prompt and decided re- 
plies, others call for little or qp. s.i»eri- 
ty in the rr-sp.oiise or hone "at" all, as the 
case may be. When a refusal is the al- 
ternative, no delay in conveying it is 
allowable for those functions that de- 
mand promptitude as regards either ac- 
ceptance or refusal, and if ah accept- 
ance requires to be immediately given a 
refusal should1 be In no way behind it. 
Indeed it is an act of discourtesy to do 
otherwise, and yet there are people who 
think that if they do not intend to ac- 
cept an invitation it is immaterial when 
'a refusal is sent, a week's delay being 
of no consequence in their opinion. 


Then, as regards the refusal itselfi it 


is expressed in a variety of ways, a di- 
versity of forms is employed and with, 
one might say, a diversity of feeling. 
The conventional and stereotyped form 
in use in the. fashionable world is the 
one invariably printed upon cards of re- 
fusal in response to the printed cards 
of invitation to dinner. When invita- 
tions are written in this wise and 
nothing more or less said, the refusal 
should be on the same lines, but when 
an invitation .is .written in the first per- 
son and is' what' might be termed a 
friendly, note; the' use of the convention- 
al form is. rather" out of place, and more 
cordial words should be substituted. 


We are frequently asked, when "a 


previous engagement" is pleaded as an 
excuse, Is it necessary to state the na- 
ture of the engagement or to mention 
the name of the one with whom the en- 
gagement has been made? A many sid- 
ed answer might be given to these que- 
ries. Concerning the nature of the en- 
gagement, if it is not mentioned the re- 
fusal may be classed among the strictly 
conventional ones already referred to. 
Therefore, If this is not intended, then 
the nature of the engagement should be 
mentioned in so far as to state of what 
it consists. It is seldom politic to men- 
tion the name of the person with whom 
the engagement has been made for two 
reasons—viz, if unknown it conveys 
nothing, and if that of a mutual friend 
it often conveys too much, in that it 
proves that one friend has been invited 
and the other not, and, although it is 
not to be expected that every one can 
b'e invited on the same evening, yet few 
care to drive this fact home and to de- 
clare a preference shown in their favor. 
No reluctance is experienced by people, 
however, in mentioning where and with 
whom they have dined when the event 
has taken place, and dinner parties are 
frequently made a subject of conversa- 
tion. "I was dining- with, the So-and-sos 
the other night and met, etc.," is often 
the forerunner of a topic started, and no 
reason is supposed to exist for its being 
avoided. 


A refusal should if possible imply a 


genuine regret at being unable to accept 
the proffered hospitality, and there are 
many expressions and phrases in vogue 
that fully answer this purpose, provided 
sincerity and not expediency fs the up- 
permost feeling in the mind of the writ- 
er. Should the -latter be the motive of 
the refusal, and to "get out" of the ne- 
cessity of accepting the result to be at- 
tained, then the before mentioned con- 
ventional form of regret is best adhered 
to. The power of accentuating- regret 
and making It flatteringly apparent is a 
gift that some few possess, and-thus re- 
fusals on their part are a combination 
of ready wit and genial amiability and 
enhance the disappointment caused by 
their absence from the function to 
which they were bidden. 


The plea of "a previous engagement" 


cannot be put forward as the basis of a 
refusal of an invitation to a ball, the 
late hour at which these festivities 
commence rendering it possible to keep 
a number of engagements during one 
and the same evening—dinner, recep- 
tion and ball or balls to follow—and 
therefore a refusal, when no definite ex- 
cuse exists other than engagements, 
should be couched in vague terms, and 
"unable to accept" fs considered in this 
case all sufficient between/j$M>se • on 
formal terms, friendly notes ot explana- 
tion being- outside the question alto- 
gether. Men, on the contrary, seldom 
trouble themselves to refuse or accept 
invitations to balls and leave It to cir- 
cumstances to decide whether they put 
in an appearance or not. 


Invitations to weddings are often re- 


fused on a variety of grounds quite 
apart from engagements, as these lat- 
ter are also not valid excuses for re-' 
fusal, generally speaking, absence from 
town being the exception, r.nd thus, In 
response to an invitation, a formal re- 
fusal is expressed In the useful phrase 
"unable to accept," while 
between 


friends a more explicit reason is usually 
given.

DEATH OF H. B. BALLOU. 


A Prominent ReiidMt tf Southm* tor- 


MMt Din Suddenly in Thte City. 


How* B. Ballou of Whitingham, 


Vt, died Monday afternoon In this 
city, at the home of hi» daughter, lira. 
F. D. Stafford. Z3 Summer street, aged 
7S years. His dearth waa cauied by 
apoplexy. Last week 
after feeling 


somewhat unwell for a few days he 
telephoned that he would like to coma 
to this city to see Dr. Stafford, his 
son-in-law. In response to this notice 
his cousin. H. B. Wing, who lives with 
I>r. Stafford, went ta Whitingham 
Thursday and returned with him Fri- 
day morning. 
Mr. Ballou appeared 


very natural, but ate little or no din- 
ner, 
and in the afternoon he was 


stricken with apoplexy and rendered 
unconscious, in which condition he 
remained to the time of his death. 


Mr Ballou was born at Monroe and 


was the son of Rev. and Mis. Hosea 
Bdllou and grandson of the famous 
Rev Hosea Ballou, who has been cali- 
eded the "father 
of 
TJniversallsm." 


The boy's parents moved to Whiting- 
ham, 
Vt., when he was a young child 


and the remainder of his long and use- 
iul life was passed in that town. He 
was a prominent and influential citi- 
zen and always took an active and 
leading part in the affairs of his town 
and county. He served as town clerk 
for 44 consecutive years and left the 
office only by his positive declination 
to accept re-election. 
He also held 


other responsible town offices and Md 
served as notary public, justice of the 
peace, high sheriff and Judge of the 
Wmdham county court. He was a 
man of the highest honor in his public 
and private life and was greatly re- 
spected and esteemed by his towns- 
men and the peoplp of southern Ver- 
mont, among whom he was widely and 
favorably known. Mr, Ballou was also 
known to many in this city, to which 
placehe had been many times on business 
and to visit his daughter. He had been 
a member of the Universalist church 
for many years and his daily 
life 


proved the sincerity of his Christian 
profession. He will be remembered as 
a thoroughly conscientious and up- 
right man, one whose life was an honor 
to himself and constantly helpful to the 
community in which he lived.

Employers Must not Coerce Employes 


to Patronize Any One Store. 


A measure of considerable interest 


in certain places in this city came up 
in the legislature yesterday when the 
labor committee reported ought to 
pass on the bill of Mr. Scales of Hav- 
erhill to prevent the coercion of em- 
ployes. It forbids employers from co- 
ercing employes Into patronizing any 
individual, firm or corporation by 
threat of discharge or suspension from 
employment.

The bill also prevents deductions 


from wages under pretext of applying 
them to the payment of any liability 
or Insurance premium. It also prevents 
employers from coercing employes into 
assuming liabilities due to torts of the 
employer. 


The penalty is from $50 to $300, or 


imprisonment from three months to 
one year, or both fine and imprison- 
ment. 


The committee on labor yesterday 


also reported ought not to pass on the 
bill to raise from 14 to 1$ years the age 
under which no child shall be employed 
in any factory, workshop or mercantile 
establishment. 


The committee on roads and bridges 


reported a bill to punish by fine of $20 
those who trespass on bicycle paths 
by driving horses or other animals on 
them.

A RAPID MURDER TRIAL 


Cm Again* Hamilton for Killing of 


Pttrtt ToMMy All In. 


The case of the commonwealth 


against Mellville N. Hamilton, charged 
with manslaughter, 
the shooting of 


Patrick Toomey, on Pettys Plain, in 
Greenfield, on the nig..c of September 
10, was on trial in the Greenfield su- 
perior court Monday, and occupied 
nearly the entire day. It went to the 
jury this forenoon, after Judge Hardy 
had delivered his charge. 


The trial did not take as long as the 


previous one at the November term of 
court, when the jury disagreed. Both 
sides were more familial wiui the evi- 
dence and that caused matters to 
mo\e more quickly. Then, too, certain 
things were admitted, the plan giving 
the distances where the tragedy took 
place, and the fact that Toomey had 
been shot by Hamilton. The defense 
was made on the ground that the shot 
via? fired in self-defense. 


Major D. W. Hammond of the state 


police force put in several days, a week 
or so ago, examining the witnesses foi 
the government. As a result Mary 
Taidy, 
better 
known as 
"French 


Maiy," changed her testimony some- 
what, and Mrs Holdridge, who at the 
formei trial was a government wit- 
ness, was this time called by the de- 
fense, 


Hamilton hardly made as good an 


impression while telling his story on 
the witness stand as he did at the for- 
mer trial 
He had a rather feeble 


smile on his face most of the time when 
he was testifying, but he was evident- 
ly very nervous, and AS soon as his 
ptory was told he asked to be put back 
in the prisoners' box rather than to 
remain seated by the side of counsel.
